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In 2002, there were over 53,500 minority

firms in Hawaii generating over $14.1
billion in gross receipts.

These firms also employed nearly
103,800 workers.

Minority firms represented 55.6% of all
‘classifiable’ firms located in the state.
The number of minority firms in Hawaii
decreased by 1% between 1997 and
2002, compared to 6% increase for all
‘classifiable’ firms in the state.

Hawaii had a large minority population,
numbering about 952,573 or 76.5% of
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the Hawaii’s total population in 2002.
